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| Viscount Emlyn—his title befor® he suc- 
ceeded to his frxther’s estates—he was 
for eleven years 4 membér of the house 
of commons and was then regarded as 
one of the most effective speakers in 
parliament, trenchant in debate and swift 
as an Irishman at repartee. He lost his 
seat for Carmarthenshire in 1885 in con- 
sequence of a redistribution scheme 
which split his constituency in two and 
made his particular bailiwick a liberal 
one.

London, April 2.—In modern times 
times there has been no more frequent 
butt of the cheap satirist than the Mar- 
qius of Anglesey, whose brief and ill- 
Starred life hag just ended. Upon no 
one has more ignorant vulgarity, which 
passes for wit, been poured, though it 
must be frankly admited that his eccen- 
tricities and extravagances invited the 
pillory. But muth of the scorn and unc- 
tuous satire dealt out to the marquess 
sprang from his superficial appearances, 
and were untempered by an appreciation 
of the play-acting peer’s real self. Those 
who knew even a glimmering of the real 
facts of the case had infinite pity, but 
no scorn for htm. His career was not 
the deliberately recklesg or harebrained 
rake’s progress which has been pictured. 
His was the infinitely pathetic figure of 
the man who was an irresponsible child 
in the position of a man, 

Heredity went terribly to his making. 
He was the son of his hard-living father, 
of whose life not a tithe could be nar- 
rated in even the most elusive French. 
What manner of life it was he himself 
survived to realize. Not long before his 
death and the succession of the late mar- 
quis new fire-preventing applHances were 
installed in Anglesey castle. After due 
provision there was a surplus of hand- 
grenades and the butler inquired of the 
old marquess ag to their diSposal. ‘Put 
them in my coffin,’’ said the peer, think- 
fin on his wild oats, ‘‘Put them in my 
coffin—I shall need fire-extinguishers.”’ 

The Sins of Father. 

In the neurasthenic constitution of the 
marquis now dead were visited the sins 
of his father. Linked to that was the 
sensitive and artistic temperament of his 
mother, the sister of Coquelin, the great 
French actor. It was English degeneracy 
conjoined with Gallic disposition. Always 
physically delicate, the dramatic blood 
in his veins asserted itself when he was 
a mefe lad. He set up a stage in the 
stables at Anglesey castle, and attiring 
himself in fantastic costurhes, he com- 
manded audiences of his father’s lackeys, 
grooms and. farm laborers to see him 
dance, and act, and sing, and recite 

It was to things theatrical that he 
turned for consolation, as some men take 
to drink or gambling or big-game shoot- 
ing, when the terrible tragedy of his 
marriage—a tragedy of vicarious suffer- 
ing—shattered his life and marked him 
as an Ishmael.. The theater in Anglesey 
castle and the production there of pan- 
tomimes and musical comedians with 
himself in the leading roles and magnifi- 
cent costumes, were the one thing that 
the world had left for him. Newspaper 
reports of these shows were grossly ex- 
aggerated and untrue—as, for instance, 
the story that hig corselet in one scene 
was a network of diamonds, and that he 
shed jewels on the statge as a scullery 
maid shells peas. The so-called diamonds 
were sequins and paste, though the gems 
he wore in rings, brooches and neck- 
laces, were matchless and glorious. What 
the public never realized is that the mar- 
quis’ joy in these entrancing baubles was 
the delight of the arttst in the beautiful, 
of the connoisseur in the rare, and fot 
the mere vulgar ostentation of posses- 
sion. To the finger-tips he was an aes- 
thetic, and above everything else an 
artist. :

An English resident at Baku has sent 
a photograph of these scenes which {fs 
forwarded herewith “What do you 
think of it?’’ is the inscription which he 
has placed beneath it. If it were a mas- 
sacre of Armenians by Ttrks that had 
been depicted, various religious bodies in 
London would now be clamoring for 
vengeance against “Abdul the Damned’’ 
and demanding interference by the Brit- 
ish government. But as the atrocities oc- 
curred in Christian Russia and were vir- 
tually sanctioned by the authorities, who 
did absolutely nothing to suppress the 
disturbances, they will be passed over as 
a “regrettable incident.” 

The Victims Fought. 

The Armenians did not by any means 
submit to being slaughtered. like sheep, 
and in more than one instance exacted 
a terrible tetrivution of their assailants.

London, April !.—On February 238, 1901, 
the astronomers saw in the constella- 
tion of the Bear an enormous confagra- 
tion. <A star of the first magnitude had 
just burst into brightness, quite suddeniy 
for photographs taken a few days before 
showed absolutely nothing of it. It was 
estimated that this star must have been 
5,000 times brighter and hotter than 
the sun! 

This dazzling splendor was not of long 
duration. The new star became invisible 
to the naked eye about July 10. What 
had happened? Note that the event ob- 
retved in February, 1901, did not really 
happen at that:date. The distance of 
the catastrophe in the Bear was such that 
the light could not reach us in less than 

* 300 years. The conflagration which was 
seen and photographed in 190! took place 
ip reality in Elizabeth’s reign. 

These heavenly conflagrations are 
brought about In many ways. Wet us 
consider, for example, our own planet. 

We are floating about in space at a re- 
spectable speed—some 60,000 miles an 
hour. A meeting with another heavenly 
body is not impossible, and according to 
observations of the star of the Bear it 
Was by a meeting, by a violent collisix, 
that the catastrophe observed came 
abdout. 

If two planets such as our own, de- 
vold of ahy save reflected light, were to 
collide at the huge speed above stat«d, 
the shock would be so great as to create

Dr. Torrey asserts that the results have 
exceeded his expectations. As to how 
many had been actually converted he has 
no means, he says, of gauging accurately. 
Counting those who eo come to the 
inquiry rooms after 2 meetings and 
there ‘‘accepted Christ’’ the number was 
altogether about 2,500. it was a week 
ago that he gave these figures. Some 
fire or six hundred have since been add- 
ed to the list of those who have ac- 
knowledged that they have found sal- 
vation. As to the social] status of his 
converts Dr. Torrey is discreetly reti- 
cent. How many belongs to the aris- 
tocracy he will not tell if he knows.

Yet 
Berlin street car ahd “‘L’’ road companies 
pay the*city 8 per cent of their gross re- 
ceipts and, besides, a dividend amounting 
to from 7 to 8 per cent of the gross.Th s 
applies to the larger concerns, the smaller 
enterprise, at pay only 8 per 
cent of the gross receipts, but, making

no money, cannot pay dividends. 

The street car companies also pay for 
paving the streets through which they

And whenever the street car 
companies extend their net of rails or 
contemplate other changes for making or 
saving money the city charges them a 
good stiff price for the privilege. Thus 
the great Berlin Street Car Company paid

His father replied thac 
if so he would help him all he could, 
but that most of the money. must be 
himself. Like many preach- 
ers, Dr. Wallace was poor and he could 
only afford to educate his son through 
the support given to divinity students, 
This was denied to young men who took 
up other professions. 

This change, however, did not bother 
young Waliace, He stayed out from 
school a month at the end of each year 
and another month at the beginning, and 
in these months and during his vacations 
he made enough by surveying to pay his 
Way through. He could not go to a 
technical school, but several professors 


'of the college gave him special instruc- 


tion along engineering lines, and in this 
way he formed the basis, which, added 
to his study thereafter, has put him at 
the head of the engineers of his time. 


How Wallace Learned Business. 

have referred to Mr. Wallace-as a 
business engineer. I want to tell you 
how he got his business education. As 
soon as he began to work he saw that 
the successfu] engineer had to. know bus- 
iness methods in order to succeed. He 
reaiized that he would have to deal with 
accounts all his life, and also with al) 
matters relating to corporations. The 
first thing he took up was accounts, 
While acting as surveyor he carried on 
a private course in bookkeeping, learn- 
ing single and double entry. He had a 
friend employed in a bank and through 
him he had access to the account hooks 
of the bank and learned That branch of 
the business. One of his first jobs was 
as assistant engineer on the Mississippi 
improvement at the Rock island rapids. 
This was a government work and in con- 
nection with it he stu@ied the, govern- 
ment methods of bookkeeping, as he did 
afterward those of the railroad ‘compan- 
ies with which he became connected. In- 
deed he was soon so wel] posted on such 
matters that he was often called in and 
paid for acting as an expert accountant. 

At the same time he took up the law, 
He .read Blackstone, Kent and Chitty, 
and made especial studies of contracts 
and corporations. This knowledge has 
since proved of great advantage to him. 

The Secrets of Success. 

At the same time young Wallace kept 
up his engineering, going steadily on- 
ward, climbing over difficulties toward 
the top. Indeed, he courted the difficult 
and the disagreeable. In studying the 
secrets of success, he says, he soon saw 
that’ the men who rose were the men 
who took the hard jobs and mastered 
them, 

“It is the

who moves along the 
line of the least resistance who must 
expect to go with the masses and to 
take the lower wages which belong to 
that class. The high-priced man is paid 
because he can do or will do what the 
others cannot or will not do.’’ 

This has been Mr. Wallace's policy, 
throughout life--to court big things and 
This is what has attracted 
him to Panamg. This job is the biggest 
of its kind in ‘the world, and he wants 
to have a hand in mastering it. 


How One Engineer, Rose.

After 


leaving the government service Mr. Wal- 


lace was made chief engineer of the 
lowa Central. railroad, and constructed 
that linesfrom Peorla to the Mississippi 
river. When it was finished he operated 
It, then beginning his first studies in rail- 
road managing. Later on he went into 
bridge building. He aided“in making, the 
big bridge over the Mississippi at Keiths- 
burg, and later became bridge engineer 
for the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe. 
He was also connected with E. L. Cor- 
thell, the well known civil engineer, in 
terminal railway works at Chicago, in 
making the Merchants’ bridge at St. 
Louis, in building belt railroads at New 
Orleans and Memphis and in other en- 
gineering projects. All this work was 
done by Mr. Wallace before he reached 
forty, and during this time he kept up 
his studies of the outside things con- 
nected with each work. He not only 
built railroads, but managed and operated 
them;:, and this, with his studies, has 
made him an all-around railroad man 
and a corporation business man. with the 
grasp of details and the knowledge of 
executive organization which those 
terms imply. | 

Mr. Wallace’s work for the Illinois 
Central began about thirteen years ago, 
when he constructed that rallroad’s ter- 
minal facilities for the world’s fair at 
Chicago. About the same time he was 
made chief engineer of the system, and, 
five or six years ago, general manager 
with charge of all the constructing and 
operating departments. 

Why Wallace Came to Panama. 

That position paid one of the’ best of 
railroad salaries, and there is no doubt 
but that Mr. Wallace could have held it

He is certainly as able 
as any of our .United States engineers, 
and, in this age when the United States 
leads in all such undertakings, this 
means that Wallace leads among the 


civil engineers of the world, 


Wallace the Man. 

But what kind of a man is Mr. Wal- 
lace? How does he look, work and talk? 
Physically speaking he is of medium 
height and build, straight, well formed 
and full of vigor. He is §2 years old now, 
but he looks much younger and his step 
is as springy as that of a boy. He has 
rosy cheeks and all th easpects of a 
quiet conscience . and good digestion. 
One of the striking things about the 
man is his personal. magnetism. He has 
the ability of making every one he meets 
his friend, and also that which enables 
him to refuse a man’s request and stfill 
keep him in a good humor. 

Mr. Wallace is simple in his manner. 
He knows his men, goes about among 
them and talks to them. He has a won- 
derful influence over them, and his chief 
subordinates are as enthusiastic in push- 
ing their work as though the canal were 
a private enterprise, and each hud a 
fingncial ‘interest in it. 

Wallace and the Unions.

While many surveys have been made 
to find a suitable route for a shtp canal 
across the Isthmus of Panama, the only 
real effort to “dig” a canal was at- 
tempted by French capitalists, under 
the direction of De Lesseps, who, after 
diggine in places at sea level about 
ic miles, and finding the scheme inm- 
practicable gave up the job, or rather 
the promoters of the scheme did it for 
tim. Before doing so, however, as Wa 
reported at the time, a spy was sent 
over from France to report as to what 
he saw, and soon after his arrival he 
wrote back that De Lessups wes digging 
out at one end of the canal and dump- 
inc the mud into the canal again pe- 
bind him. This, of course, was not the 
case, as the canal was filled up with 
drifting mud and water about as fast as 
it could be dug out. 

The drawings and specifications he-c- 
with respectfully submitted have been 
obtained, in a great measure, from tho7e 
who have been on the ground and have

from corner to corner,’ built of stone, 
hewn on two sides and both ends, and 
laid in cement. The depth of the basins 
should extend 45 feet below mean water 
level of the ocean. Around the outside of 
the basins should be placed an embank- 
ment, 20 feet in width or more, of earth, 
extending to the top to support the 
Walls of the basins. 

Tunnels.—On each side of the waterway 
mm the drawing will be noticed two cir- 
cles. These represent tunnels made of 
boiler iron 8 feet in diameter, and pass 
Along the entire length of the waterway 
from ocean to ocean. They are intended 
to supply water for the basins and the 
waterway. Dams and reservoirs will be 
noticed on the drawing, connected by 
tumnels under ground of the same size 
and material as those along the water- 
wey, and should be connected by gates, 
one on each side of the waterway, one 
of the tunnels passing under the water- 
way. In placing the tunnels in position 
along the waterway, it is the design to 
Place them on a concrete bed and In- 
clude them in the brick wonk that forms 
the side walls of the waterway. The tun- 
nels at the entrance to the basins should 
have gates also. 

(iBridges.—The bridges, as shown on 
the drawing, should be of the same for- 
matfon as the waterway, constructed of 
iron, with heavy fron posts and girders, 
Sheathed on the inside with boiler fron 
strongly riveted together. The founda- 
tions should be of stone laid in cement. 

Gates.—Probably the most difficult part 
toward the building of the waterway will 
be the construction and successful] opera- 
tion of the principal gates. The plan calls 
for six gates, three at each end of the 
system. The gates should be operated by 
machinery outside of the walls, and 
raised and lowered by gearing, substan- 
tially as shown. The gates should be 
suppMed with panel gates opened and 
shut as shown by the top view on the 
drawing. The gates should be construct- 
ed of fron, and so sustained as to ren- 
der them iinmovable, | except when re- 
qulred. 

Rallroads.—When the work of grading 
has been completed, and a level surface 
from the fence referred to has been. ex- 
tended on both sides of the waterway for 
50 or 100 feet or more, a railroad should 
be placed, one on each side of the cana] 
and across bridges, as shown on the 
drawings. Electricity or steam power 
should be used for drawing vessels across, 
and by the use of either the number of 
vessels taken across each day should be 
equal to the number required, and with- 
Out delay. 

Operation, 

In attempting to devise a scheme for a 
waterway across the isthmus of Panama, 
it has been my desire to formulate a 
plan that will give satisfaction ag to the 
rapidity and safety with which vessels 
may cross, and also~as to the unlimited 
enlargement of the whole plant without 
disturbing to any great extent the part 
already constructed, 

When vessels of the average size, to 
the number of twenty or more, desire to 
enter the waterway, they should enter 
the basin single file, and range them- 
selves fx. positions assigned, when the 
gates tc basin will be closed and the 
gates ty the tunnels will be opened, In 
a short time the water in the basin will 
be as high as the water in the waterway, 
when the gate @ the waterway will be 
opened and the vessels allowed to pass 
on thelr way across by the aid of steam 
or electric power. The gates to the tun- 
nels should be closed when the water in 
the basin is level with the water in the 
waterway, but when a few vessels have 
passed ~nto the waterway, the water in 


‘tthe basin will be found to be lower than 


in the waterway owing to the former dis- 
placement, when the gates to the tunnels 
may again be opened and thereby raiso 
the watér to its needed level. While all 
this is going on at one end of the water- 
way, the same process may be going on 
at the other end, and ag it should not 
take more than three or four hours to 
cross, the basin being allawed to remain 
full, the vessels from the other side 
would soon come along and pass into the 
basin. The gate to the waterway could 
then be closed and the gate to the basin 
opened, and the vessels allowed to pass 
out on their way to sea. .

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and al] may be doing thelr own work at 
the same time 

The water in the waterway can be 
raised or lowered at will, but should 
generally remain about the same from 
day to day, or can be withdrawn en- 
tirely when necessary. 

In this age of expansion, vessels of 
much greater length than 600 feet have 
been constructed, the Kaiser Wilhelm 
II being 707 feet in length. In order 
to accommodate vessels of that class, a 
gate has been placed at the end of the 
channel leading from, the basin gate, as 
shown on the drawing, so that when a 
vessel of more than 600 feet in length 
desires to go through the waterway, the 
vessel could pass in, the outer gate be 
closed, the gates to the basin and tun- 
nels opened, and, when on a level with 
the waterway, that gate should be opened 
and the vessel allowed to pass directly 
across without waiting for other vessels, 
on account of the great displacement 
vessels of that size would cause. 


Remarks. 

I have not attempted this work with- 
out considering the subject in all its 
bearings, so far as I could find anything 
that bore upon Kk. 

The probable, as well as the well known, 
obstructions to be met with in construct- 


ing the Isthmian canal are very great. 
The requirements of commerce, and the 
great width and length of vessels now 
being built, demand that a canal or water- 
way bullt across the Ithmus of Panama 
should be absolutely safe. The first 
thought that a captain has in taking a 
vessel.to sea is the sdfety of his vessel, 
if he is fit to command one. He knows 
that if his vessel is safe, all on board 
will be safe. But few people, compara- 
tively, know the great amount of care 
and effort that is being taken by our 
fovernment to make navigation safe, such 
as the removal of wrecks, the care of 
buoys and light houses, and also through 
various publications that’ it Issues. 

The rapidity with which vessels may 
cross the ithmus is very important, espe- 
clally with regard to passenger steam 
ships. Any great delay in going through 
would be annoying, and it is probable 
that a large part of the trave! that now 
passes through the’Suez canal would then 
go through the Panama canal, which 
makes a rapid transit through the Panama 
canal still more important. 

One of the most important reasons for 
building a waterway above ground ts the 
fact that it can be flushed out, as the 
water can be drawn off at any time. Al- 
though there may be rules to prevent it, 
still every kind of rubbish and filth would 
be thrown into it, and, In time, it would 
become a stream of disease and death, ff 
the water is not kept pure, especially in 
that latitude. 

Another advantage would be itn being 
able to keep the water down and pre- 
venting the waterway from overflowing 
its banks during severé rain storms, a 
thing that could not be done in a canal 
at sea level, and, in case of a strong 
wind, would be Mkely to dump some of 
the lighter vessels outside of the cana}. 

A canal at sea leve] would cut the 
country in two, giving no oportunity 
for the passage of teams or cars, as no 
draw bridges could be allowed. 

The opportunity for making repairs, fn 
case of damage by an earthquake or oth- 
er causes, could not be done to a canal at 
— level without great difficulty and de- 
ay. 

The idea of making a tunnel through a 
mountain, of the size that would be re- 
quired, is out of the question. A tunnel 
not less than 200 feet high and 200 feet 
wide, with nothing to sustain it, would 
be a dangerous operation, and would be 


likely to fall in from the great weight of 


earth during the first rain storm, so 
frequent in that country during certain 
seasons of the year. 

While it may appear to be a great un- 
dertaking to cut down a mountain of the 
height that may be necessary, still every 
shovelful of earth will be needed to build 
the embankments and also to furnish 
stone for the basins, eto. 

Another very important fact ts that the 
waterway would be built upon solid earth, 
and not upon the uncertain bed found be- 
low sea level. 

To commence to “dig’’ the canal upon 
the same plan that the French company 
agjed upon would be to meet with the 


‘Same result. 


One of the chief dangers of building a 
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A canal above sea level, that would 
necessitate the bullding of locks, each of 
which would have to be at least 800 
feet In length and 120 feet In width to 
accommodate vessels of the size and 
length of the present day, would cause 
delay in filling up the locks with water, 
and thereby limit the number of vessels 
taken across each day to a small number, 

‘A high level or lock canal has been 


length of the locks renders it tmpractica- 
bie. When vessels were much smaller 
than at the present time it might have 
been Mone. In order that the operation of 
a lock may generally be better under- 
stood, let me illustrate: We will say that 
a rise of 60 feet (one of the smaliest) is 
to be overcome. One of our battle ships 
approaches to the bottom of this rise and, 
of course, would have to come up to it 
in 45 feet of water. 

The gates are shut and the water let in 
from the direction in which the. vessel 
is to, go. The vessel rises 60 feet, but 
has ‘to go 45 feet higher im order to get 
over the 60-foot rise. The 45 feet the 
vessel came in on, the 60-foot rise, and 
the 45 feet above the rise, makes the ne- 
cessity for gates to the lock to be 150 
feet high, divided into two gates of 70 
feet each tn width, meeting at an angle 
and forming what is properly the lock, 
with nothing to hold them in position 
but the hinges on the side walls of the 
‘lock’” and -an obstruction at the bot- 
tom. Now, place the battle ship, weigh- 
ing possibly 30,000 tons, on this body of 
water—800 feet long,.!20 feet wide, and 
150 feet deep—the moment the vessel 
moves her propellers to pass on her 
course the gates to the lock would be 
more than HNkely to give way, and the 
vessel fall back and strike on the rocks 
below and probably break in two, which 
would be the end of the vessel and of 
the canal, as no owner of a vessel would 
allow it to pass through the canal under 
such possibilities. 

I have tried to explain one of the ob- 
jections to a lock canal, as so many still 
cling to the idea that such a thing is 
possible under present conditions. 

Any canal or waterway that will not 
safely take across the isthmus 75 to 100 
vessels each way every twenty-four 
hours, if need be, will not meet the re- 
quirements of commerce in these times. 

The ideas I have presented are not new. 
They have been considered by nearly 
every commercial country in the world 
during the past eighty yeargy Where so 
many have turned away from the canal 
enterprise as one that they were unable 
to solve, it seems to be time now to 
throw aside everything and start anew in 
regard to the matter. In the plan hereby 
proposed, the superintendent of the canal 
can have the whole system at his com. 
mand. The elements of nature can have 
no control over the canal without his 
leave, and all its departments can be de- 
pended upon at any time, day or night. 

Success in building the canal, and its 
ability with safety to do the work re- 
quired of it, is the main object in view. 

The proposed waterway, or canal, can 
be built in about five or six years from 
the time the work is commenced. No 
work should be given out by contract or 
sublet in sections on the canal, except for 
material to be used, such as cement, ma.- 
terial for concrete work, brick, stone 
prepared for use, iron work, etc. When 
the materia] is delivered on the isthmus 
it should be controlled by government 
officers who are experienced in the em- 
ployment of men and having qualifica- 
tions in a great degree of system and 
order, so that there may be but little 
waste in effort. Under these conditions 
the waterway or canal can be built for 
about $1650,000,000, which would be not 
much more than the government would 
be called upon by contractors for a sea 
level cana] to pay for unforeseen obstruc. 
tio#s, such as the buflding of coffer dams 
to remove rock, wages during delays on 
account of the weather, and various other 
items of expense.

Washington, April !.—President Roose- 
velt has completed the reorganization of 
the isthmian canal commission and the 
names of the members will be made pub- 
lic Monday morning. So far as the facts 
are conce they could be made public 
now, but Secretary Taft will not return 
to Washington until Sunday afternoon, 
and it is desired that he shall be con- 
sulted before the announcement is made. 

Theodore P. Shontz, president of the 


Toledo, St. Louis and Western railroad, 
is to head the commission. He today 
notified the president that he would ac- 
cept the offer made to him. Mr. Shontz 
came here last night and conferred with 
William Nelcon Cromwell, Secretary Mor- 
ton and Colonel Edwards, head of the in- 
sular affairs bureau of the war depart- 
ment. He went to the white house to- 
day with Colonel Edwards and had a 
long conversation with the president, who 
told him some of the difficulties under 
which the old commission had worked. 
Mr. Shontz had little to say on leaving 
the white house except to admit that 
he would accept the tender made to him, 
It is understood that the president will 
fix his salary at a large figure to com- 
pensate him as far as possible for the 
financial sacrifice he probably is making 
in leaving his position. 

Horace G. Burt, formerly president of 
the Unfon Pacific road, who was talked of 
as the head of the new commission, will 
not have a place on that body. Mr. 
Shontz is to have another conference 
with the president at which the situ- 
ation in the canal region will probably 
be talked over in detail. At this con- 
ference it will Be determined where the 
line will be drawn between the execu- 
tive head and the chief engineer. The 
president will outline the duties that are 
to be performed by each and will try to 
arrange matters so that there will be 
no conflict. 

Mr. Shontz was born in Crawford coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, and has been in the 
railroad business since !88!. He has 
been successively general superintendent, 
general manager and president of the 
Toledo, St. Louis and Western railroad. 
He is a graduate of Month college, IIlli- 
nois, and a brother tn law of John Drake, 
partner of John W. Gates.

TENANTS A BIG FACTOR — 
IN COTTON PRODUCTIO

By Martin V. Calvin. 


ExXiitor Constitution: In seeking to whee! 
into line all the cotton producers, the 
tenants must not be overlooked. There are 
two classes of tenants—cash tenants and 
share tenants. The distinction {!s, of 
course, understood by everybody. 

The cash tenants are on a footing with 
the land-owning cotton producers, that is, 
they plant what they please; they can- 
not be dictated by the landlord; they 
must be appealed to just as you would 
appeal to the men from whom they rent. 


Share tenants sustain a relationship tof 


the landlord exactly the reverse of cash 
tenants. The landlord can prescribe the 
acreage which such tenants shall plant 
in cotton, corn, etc. Usually he makes no 
requirement except as to cotton. He con- 
tents himself with fixing the minimum 
production. 

In the crisis now upon the south, this 
order must be changed. A MNmit must be 
set for share tenants. This is absolutely 
necessary for the reason that they pro- 
duce a considerable portion of the crop. 

For example: According to the first 
cotton estimate sent out by the govern- 
ment, the eight strictly cotton states 
produced in 19064, 11,035,200 bales. It is 
a matter of interest and importance to 
know the factorship of share tenants in 
that aggregate.

The dwelling record shows that the

September 22, 1904, brought suit against 
the New York and Bermudez Company 
in the person of Robert Kemp Wright, 
its resident representative, for damages 
by reason of the company’s participation 
in the last revolution. 

Mr. Wright pleaded that even if the 
hypothesis were true (which he denied), 
there was no ground for action, because 
under article 123 of the penal code, in 
case of crimes against the national pow- 
ers, any and all proceedings cease upon 
the reestablishment of public order, 
wherefore he moved to dismiss the suit. 


Company Aided Rebels. 

Upon motion of the attorney general, 
the court of first.instance rejected the 
motion to dismiss and the case came be- 
fore the superior court of the federal dis- 
trict on appeal. In passing upon this 
motion that court remarked in sub- 
stance that: 

“Upon the definite conclusion of the 
alliance between the New York and Ber- 
mudez Company and General. Matos, the 
chief of the liberating revolution, when 
the latter wag in New York in June, 
1901, the company began to supply him 
with the necessary funds to carry on 
the campaign. (‘President Francis C. 
Greene, of the asphalt company, went 
to meet General Matos in Paris, in July, 
to contract for the purchase of a steamer 
and other necessary elements of war. 
Greene went to London and Glasgow to 
examine several] steamers on sale and 
returning to Paris he drew through the 
Credit Lyonnais, on the Seaboarg Na- 
tional bank of New York, of which bank 
Greene was a director, of which bank 
trust to which the New York and Ber- 
mudez Company belonged, kept its mon- 
ey. This draft, amounting to $100,000, 
was ordered to be pald by Mr. Sewall, 
secretary of the trust, who directed his 
cashier to charge that amount to an 
account under the name of ‘Governments 
relations’ which contained without de- 
tails all the money expended on Ven- 
ezuela.

Bank With $8,000,000 Cap- 
ital Formed to Convert 
Paper Money. 


| Bogota, Colombia, April !.—The Cen- 
' tral America national bank has started 
business with a capital of $8,000,000, 
gold,’ fully subscribed and guaranteed.

Tie Colorado part of the outing will 
begin as soon as the president has fin- 
ished his round of pleasurable experi- 
ences in hospitable Texas, following the 
reunion of his famous regiment, the 
Rough Riders. For a whole month. with 
only Guides John Goff and Jake Borah, 
and possibly a few other intimates as 
his companions, the president will be 
practically buried from public Sight and 
hearing. Secretary Loeb will be sta- 
tioned where he can reach the president 
in a short time if anything urgent arises, 
but, congress being adjourned and noth- 
ing of import looming up on the political 
horizon at home or abroad, it is likely 
that the president will spend his month 
undisturbed, and that he will come back 
to his duties knowing that sense of re- 
freshment that can come only to the man 
who is used to outdoor life and who has 
been held Jeng at his desk. 


Details of Trip. 

The other day Phil B. Stewart, of Colo- 
rado Springs, the presidert’s most intl- 
mate friend in Colorado, conferred with 
Guides Goff and Borah at Glenwood 
Springs, and arranged all the details of 
the trip.

of northwest Colorado, where the air has 
never been pdilluted with engine smoke 
and where men are few and animals are 
many and savage.

In old fortresses, far beneath the level 
of the earth, there were secret cells that 
were called “‘oubliettes.”” Once in them, 
the voice could no longer be heard by 
men. Those who put you there doubt- 
less went out hunting, on their pleasures, 
smiled at their wife and children; per- 
haps fthey were dead, but their wife 
and children; perhaps they were dead, 
but their sentence killed you, even after 
their death, and continued to extermi- 
nate you far from the noise of the world, 
far from ,the other men, in oblivion, 
under the dust. When we think of that, 
sometimes it seems to us as though we 
were buried alive in some dungeon, and 
we experience a feeling of suffocation, as 
though stifiling in a closed tomb. But, 
have you ever thought that there are 
some oubliettes that still exist? 
oubliettes are in our hearts. There are 
many hearts in which unhappy creatures, 
who will never again see the light of 


walled up behind angry, unforgiving pas- 
sions. Think of that! Will we agl- 
ways be the same merciless murderers? 

The gospel is enterprising, bold; it raises 
mountains; it does not doubt of the fu- 
ture; fear is unknown to it; it wishes to 
deliver us from everything. One of the 
most beautiful deliverances is that of 
fear by the spirit of trust.
